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Grieving family's tribute to ‘irreplaceable’ father killed in A10 crash 



A FATHER killed in a tragic 
collision on the A10 has been de¬ 
scribed as “incredibly special” by 
his family 

Keith Robin Thatcher, 58, who 
worked as a maintenance fitter at 
Cambridge’s Marshall Aerospace 
and Defence Group, died when 
the black Hyosung GT650 motor¬ 
cycle he was riding was involved 
in a collision with a silver Ford 
Transit van. 

The devastating crash hap¬ 
pened between the A1123 
roundabout at Stretham and 
Cambridge Research Park just 


was 
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north of Waterbeach at around 
4.50pm last Wednesday. 

Mr Thatcher was named by po¬ 
lice on Monday. 

He lived with his partner, Anne, 
in New Road, Welney, and leaves 
three sons and a step-daughter 
he treated as his own. 

Mr Thatcher also had two 
grandchildren aged 1 and 3 
months. 

He was a keen motorcyclist, 



who also enjoyed dog walking 
and making model aircraft. 

In a statement, his grieving 
family said: “Keith was an in¬ 
credibly special man who could 
always make you smile - he is ir¬ 
replaceable. 

“His death is a tragedy and a 
massive loss. We will all miss him 
dearly.” 

A spokesman for Marshall Aer¬ 
ospace and Defence Group said: 
“We were very sorry to hear of

Calls to take 
in 50 refugees 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council (ECDC) is be¬ 
ing urged to follow Cam¬ 
bridge City Council’s lead by 
offering to resettle dozens of 
refugees. 

The Ely Refugee Resettle¬ 
ment Campaign (ERRC), 
launched by Poppy Pearce, 
is calling on ECDC to help 
find accommodation for a 
total of 50 refugees. 

The council says it is now 
writing to local landlords 
to see if they have any suit¬ 
able accommodation. A 
spokesman said: “Since the 
Government indicated it 
was willing to take 20,000 
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refugees from the camps in 
Syria, we have been looking 
at ways we could help if re¬ 
quired. 

“In recent weeks, there 
has been clarification that 
only long-term accommo¬ 
dation will be deemed suit¬ 
able. They also stated that 
councils should not use 
temporary accommodation 
or spare rooms in peoples’ 
homes due to safeguarding 
concerns. 

“The properties must be 


self-contained, fully fur¬ 
nished and available for up 
to five years. 

“Officers are now writing 
to landlords in the public 
and private sector to see 
if they have any suitable 
accommodation. 

“Any responses we re¬ 
ceive will be given to the Red 
Cross, the East of England 
Local Government Associa¬ 
tion and the Department of 
Communities and Local 
Government.”

The council says 
that of the 152 people 
who responded to the 
consultation, the "vast 
majority" said they would 
not be in favour of paying 
20p to use the toilets.

Charity’s desperate 
plea for club leader 


A CHARITY is desperately 
seeking a youth leader so it 
can open a youth club in Ely 

In May Cambridgeshire 
County Council awarded the 
Youth Ely Hub (YEH) Chari¬ 
table Incorporated Organisa¬ 
tion (CIO) a five-year pepper¬ 
corn lease to run Centre E, in 
Barton Road. 

The council had the former 
military drill hall earmarked 
for demolition so that the site 
could be redeveloped. 

However, district council¬ 
lor Elaine Griffin-Singh and 
county councillors Mike 
Rouse and Anna Bailey cam¬ 
paigned to save the building 
from the bulldozers - and for 
it to be turned into a hub for 
local children and teenagers. 

Since then, the building has 
been extensively refur¬ 
bished and numer¬ 
ous youth ser¬ 
vices have been 
launched. 

But so far 
the char¬ 
ity has been 
unable to 
find a youth 
leader - and 
the main youth 
club cannot open 
until someone is ap¬ 
pointed. 

Cllr Griffin-Singh, chair of 
YEH, said: “We have totally 
refurbished and kitted out the 
youth wing with sports equip¬ 
ment, TVs, laptops, Xboxes 
etc, and everything is ready 
to go. 

“However, since August we 
have been trying to recruit a 
paid youth leader so that we 
can open the youth club. 

“We have six to seven vol¬ 
unteers but we need a youth 
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leader to co-ordinate the vol¬ 
unteers, plan activities and be 
the responsible person during 
sessions. 

“As we are a young char¬ 
ity, we are offering minimum 
wage so we need a dedicated 
and inspiring person. Cur¬ 
rently the offer is for 14 hours 
a week. 

“We want to start with three 
nights - Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesdays - with the po¬ 
tential of expanding to four 
or five nights. Plus the leader 
will be given full scope to 
offer additional self-funding 
services straight away.” 

Already on site is Centre 
33’s Youth Drop-In Cafe 
twice a week, the 
Young Carers Group, 
SexYOUality, the 
Young Offend¬ 
ers Service and St 
lohn Ambulance, 
which is hoping 
to re-start a cadet 
corps. 

Cllr Griffin-Singh 
told the Ely News : “We 

are desperate to start the 
youth club to fulfil our obli¬ 
gations to the project and the 
young people of the Ely area. 

“The ideal candidate for 
the youth leader would have 
previous youth work experi¬ 
ence but life experience will 
be considered.”

the death of a much-valued 
and respected employee. 

“Keith Thatcher has been 
part of the team at Marshall 
for many years and he will 
be missed by his many col¬ 
leagues and friends here. 

“Our thoughts are with his 
partner and family at this 
time.” 

A 35-year-old man from 
Ely was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of causing death by 
dangerous driving as a re¬ 
sult of the collision. 

He has been released on 
police bail until lanuary 23, 
2016. 

The collision happened 


just weeks after another fa¬ 
tal crash on the A10. 

Local carpenter Phillip 
Beeton, 50, of Feltwell Road, 
Southery, was driving a blue 
Citroen Relay van when it 
was involved in a collision 
with a tipper lorry outside 
the Travellers Rest pub in 
Chittering on October 7. 

Mr Beeton’s 17-year-old 
nephew, lack Beeton, from 
Littleport, who was a pas¬ 
senger in the van, remains 
in Addenbrooke’s. 

Mr Beeton, whose fiancee, 
lane Taggart, is chef supervi¬ 
sor at King’s Ely, is survived 
by two children; Marie, 21, 
and Harry, 19. 

He worked as a carpenter 
for B & B Carpentry in Lit¬ 


tleport, which is run by his 
brother, and lack’s father, 
David Beeton. 

lack, a former Ely College 
student who is now study¬ 
ing carpentry at Cambridge 
Regional College, also works 
for the firm. 

A 58-year-old man from 
Huntingdon was arrested on 
suspicion of causing death 
by dangerous driving and 
has been released on police 
bail until December 9.

Work to start on 
new boathouse

WORK on building Cam¬ 
bridge University’s multi-mil- 
lion-pound new boathouse 
in Ely is finally due to start 
next week. 

The university’s boat club, 
women’s boat club and light¬ 
weight rowing club secured 
planning permission to build 
the new boathouse at Fore 
Mill Wash, in Queen Adelaide 
Way, in 2013. 

With the plans attracting 
criticism from residents and 
wildlife groups, mainly over 
the feared impact the devel¬ 
opment could have on the 
natural environment, plan¬ 
ners at East Cambs District 
Council only agreed to ap¬ 
prove the application subject 


to 29 separate conditions. 

Groundwork got underway 
at the site, which lies between 
two of Ely’s sites of special 
scientific interest (SSSI), last 
summer, but then the clubs 
submitted a revised applica¬ 
tion for the building to be 
smaller - and for the develop¬ 
ment to be phased - in a bid 
to save money. 

This week, Ewan Pearson, 
chairman of Project Ely (the 
name given to the develop¬ 
ment) confirmed that con¬ 
tractor, Morgan Sindall, was 
set to start work on the site 
next Monday. 

He said: “We are delighted 
to be able to start works. This 
comes after a lot of necessary 
work that may have seemed 
to casual observers like a 
pause in proceedings. 

“Since our site works ear¬ 


lier in the year, we have raised 
sufficient money from our 
donors to commit to the 
build, satisfied the pre on¬ 
site conditions and hired the 
highly-regarded contractor 
Morgan Sindall to construct 
the building for us. Work is 
due to run through to Octo¬ 
ber 2016. 

“This marks a highly signif¬ 
icant moment in the develop¬ 
ment of representative row¬ 
ing for all men’s and women’s 
clubs, openweight and light¬ 
weight, at the university, and 
has only been achievable 
through the hard work of a 
large team of volunteers and 
our professional advisers.”

Plans to place 

order on path 


A PUBLIC footpath plagued 
with anti-social behaviour 
is one step closer to being 
made the subject of a special 
police order. 

Earlier this year, police 
announced they were con¬ 
sidering placing a Public 
Spaces Protection Order on 
Footpath 102, which runs 
through the centre of Soham 
Village College’s grounds. 

In the spring, Sgt Ruth 
Sheehan said police were 
in early consultation with 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council “following reports of 
ongoing anti-social behav¬ 
iour by members of the pub¬ 
lic using the footpath during 
school hours.” 

Now the council is con¬ 
sulting with members of the 
public on the order being in¬ 
troduced. 

Under Section 59 of the 
Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime 
and Policing Act 2014, a local 
authority has the power to 
designate a public place as an 
area where there are restric¬ 
tions on behaviour deemed 
to be anti-social. 

However, the council must 
be satisfied, following con- 
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sultation with the police, 
that nuisance or annoyance 
to members of the public, 
or a section of the public, or 
disorder has been associated 
with the area. 

In a report, Nick Ball, the 
council’s neighbourhood 
support officer, said: “The 
vicinity of Footpath 102 run¬ 
ning through Soham Village 
College and adjacent areas 
at Ross Peers Sports Centre 
has been identified as such 
an area. 

“The proposed order will 
include the following provi¬ 
sions when using the foot¬ 
path and adjacent areas at 
Ross Peers Sports Centre: 

“At Footpath 102 - use the 
footpath as a thoroughfare 
only. Do not loiter. Do not 
display threatening or intimi¬ 
dating behaviour or use foul 
or abusive language so as to 
cause nuisance, harassment, 
alarm or distress towards 
other persons using the foot¬ 
path, pupils, staff or visitors 


of Soham Village College, 
staff and visitors at Ross Peers 
Sports Centre. 

“At Ross Peers Sports Cen¬ 
tre - do not loiter or gather 
in areas outside or in the en¬ 
trance to the sports centre 
unless there to use the centre 
at that time, do not loiter out¬ 
side “The Isle” unless a pupil 
at the college instructed to 
attend or by appointment, do 
not use foul or abusive lan¬ 
guage or threatening or in¬ 
timidating behaviour so as to 
cause nuisance, harassment, 
alarm or distress towards 
staff and visitors to the sports 
centre, pupils, staff and visi¬ 
tors at the college. 

“People found guilty of do¬ 
ing any of the above will be 
fined or issued with a fixed 
penalty notice.”

just an ordinary person, I couldn't do 
anything."

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Campaign has 
wider appeal 

IN response to Mr Henley-Pryer, 
requesting that I 'get a life', ('Obesity 
due to lack of activity', Letters, October 
29) I would like to state that my 
political leanings are irrelevant in this 
instance. Although Natalie Bennett, 
Green Party leader, has backed the 
campaign, she has been joined by our 
Conservative MP Lucy Frazer, Julian 
Huppert, former Liberal Democrat MP 
for Cambridge, and Huw Jones, our 
local Labour Party candidate; this is 
clearly a cross-party issue. 

Despite the claim that residency 
in Ely means a greater entitlement 
of opinion, the majority of children 
in Littleport attend or did attend Ely 
College, as it is the closest secondary 
school in the area. Therefore, this 
campaign is of as much interest to 
residents in surrounding areas as it is to 
those living in Ely itself. 

Mr Henley-Pryer is correct in stating 
that these outlets will create jobs, 
but jobs will be created regardless of 
whether it's by McDonald's or KFC, or 
by healthier restaurants. 

Dr Emma Boyland, lecturer in 
Appetite and Obesity at Liverpool 
University, has provided research in 
support of this campaign. Studies 
conducted as part of her PhD show 
that close proximity of fast-food to 
schools results in higher rates of obesity 
amongst pupils, and that unhealthy 
choices will be made over healthier 
ones, due to the effects of advertising. 

Perhaps most importantly, when 
considering Mr Henley-Pryer's 
concerns, it shows that poor diet is a 
bigger contributor to the current obesity 
crisis than inactivity, tobacco, and 
alcohol combined. 

It is also unfairly pessimistic towards 
the younger generation in assuming 
that they are all 'heading for obesity'. 

It is, however, realistic to expect that 
the inclusion of such unhealthy outlets, 
especially ones that advertise heavily, so 
close to schools will make maintaining 
a healthy lifestyle more difficult for 
schoolchildren than it would otherwise, 
with healthier options or more sit-in 
restaurants provided. On a final note, 
the campaign has wasted no paper - 
it's an e-petition.

Family man, 64, died after 
working in asbestos ‘dust’

A CARPENTER who fitted asbes¬ 
tos panels to Cambridge college 
boiler rooms and to newly-built 
homes died from exposure to 
the building material, an inquest 
heard. 

Richard Elsom, 64, of Stour 
Green, Ely, died from malignant 
mesothelioma on September 21. 

He died at home with his wife 
of 43 years, Jackie, by his side. He 
also leaves three children and six 
grandchildren. 

Senior Coroner David Heming 
concluded that Mr Elsom had 
contracted the asbestos-related 
condition during the course of 
his work. 

Mr Elsom was diagnosed in 
2011 and was told he would only 
live for another year. 

He said in a statement at the 
time that he had been an appren¬ 
tice carpenter and joiner with a 
Cambridge firm, and had worked 
at university colleges in the 1970s. 

His work included fitting as¬ 
bestos sheeting to boiler rooms, 


sawing and drilling the sheets. 
He said asbestos dust fell on him 
when he fixed the sheets to ceil¬ 
ings. 

In his statement Mr Elsom said: 
“I remember being very dusty at 
the end of the day after carrying 
out this type of work.” 

He had also fitted asbestos sof¬ 
fits and barge boards when work¬ 
ing on construction sites in and 
around the city. 

“I was not warned of the dan¬ 
gers of asbestos or given protec¬ 
tion for it,” Mr Elsom added in his 
statement. 

The inquest heard that Mr El¬ 
som had been diagnosed after 
suffering a persistent cough. 

During his battle with meso¬ 
thelioma, he and his wife chan¬ 
nelled their energies into raising 
funds and awareness about the 
disease through their Meso 100 
campaign. 

Through their campaigning 
they were invited to a tea party at 
Buckingham Palace in May. 

Cases of mesothelioma are 
likely to become more common 
in around five years time. To sup¬ 
port the campaign, search Meso- 
lOOCampaign on Twitter.

Egg farmer tells 
of Defra ‘stress’ 


A FREE range egg farm has 
closed following what its 
owners say is “politically- 
driven discrimination” by 
the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra). 

John and Lindsay Creek 
took the decision to fold 
their business - Westmoor 
House Eggs in Wisbech 
Road, Littleport - on Mon¬ 
day. 

The couple say they can 
no longer handle the “stress” 
caused by Defra and the An¬ 
imal and Plant Health Agen¬ 
cy (APHA). 

In a letter sent to their cus¬ 
tomers, and to the Ely News, 
they said: “It is with consid¬ 
erable regret that we are to 
terminate commercial egg 
production and sales with 
immediate effect. 

“We greatly appreciate the 
support you have shown us 
over the years and we are 
devastated for the situa¬ 
tion to arise where I can no 
longer continue due to the 
stress caused by the contin-

ued politically-driven in¬ 
competence, harassment, 
victimisation and discrimi¬ 
nation within Defra and the 
APHA.” 

The Creeks say that APHA 
launched a “renewed offen¬ 
sive” on their business on 
Monday by want¬ 
ing to send in¬ 
spectors to 
the farm to 
check that 
they are 
salmo¬ 
nella test¬ 
ing eggs 
properly.

“They claim, 
incorrectly, that a 
salmonella test was nine 
days late.

“In fact the unit they claim 
was late was part of a multi¬ 
age flock of two units which 
we always tested separately 
but didn’t need to do so to 
meet the regulatory compli¬ 
ance issues. 

“We have taken great pride 
in the quality of our eggs. 

“We have never cut corners 
on the production and have 
always over tested for sal¬ 
monella and gone beyond 
the requirements just to 
ensure the quality of 
the egg.” 

The Ely News put 
the couple’s claims 
to both Defra and 
APHA and an APHA 
spokesman said: 
“Ail commercial 
egg producers must 
meet the highest safety 
standards in order to pro¬ 
tect public health. 

“APHA carries out regular 
inspections and salmonella 
tests to ensure eggs are safe 
for human consumption.”

New crossing 
for Lynn Road 


A PEDESTRIAN crossing is 
being built on a road in Ely 
described as dangerous by 
families. 

Residents have been call¬ 
ing for a crossing on Lynn 
Road for years and in Janu¬ 
ary this year City of Ely Cllr 
Alison Whelan and local 
resident Brian Hendrich 
launched an online petition 
calling on Cambridgeshire 
County Council to fund one. 

A toucan crossing will now 
be built on the busy route 
by the Kier Group as part of 
the development of the new 
Isle of Ely Primary School in 
Cam Drive. 

Work, which started this 
week, will last for seven 
weeks. 

In a letter to residents, 
Kier said: “The main aim of 
the roadworks is to install 
a new toucan crossing on 
Lynn Road to enable chil¬ 
dren to safely cross the road. 

“At the same time, we will 
carry out resurfacing works 
and other improvements 
associated with the cross-

ing to avoid future disrup¬ 
tion. Throughout the seven 
weeks, we will use traffic 
lights to control one-way 
flow of traffic.” 

More than 150 people 
signed Mr Hendrich and Cllr 
Whelan’s petition, including 
Janet Selby who said: “My 
kids cross this road every 
day to get to Ely College. 

“There have been several 
accidents already in the last 
few years at the junction of 
Lynn Road/Kings Avenue. 

“Last year I heard the sick¬ 
ening sound of lorry brakes 
being heavily applied and 
a lorry lurching to a halt. 
Luckily enough the child 
was not hurt. We really need 
some kind of safe crossing.” 

Michele Gunn said: 
“There’s far too much traffic 
on Lynn Road already and 
there have been numerous 
accidents at the junction. 


I’ve seen a small child al¬ 
most die after he fell off his 
bike. I want a safe place for 
my daughter and all pedes¬ 
trians to cross.” 

Cllr Whelan welcomed the 
move but said he wanted to 
see more done. 

He said: “I welcome any 
measures that will improve 
road safety across the whole 
of Ely but particularly near 
schools and school routes. 

“I’m a little concerned that 
this crossing may not ben¬ 
efit many pupils and their 
parents who would need to 
cross the busy Kings Avenue 
junction to reach this cross¬ 
ing or cross elsewhere on 
Lynn Road. 

“I welcome this crossing 
but also wish to highlight 
that more needs to be done 
near this new school and all 
other schools.”

“Part of the course involves 
writing a portfolio on mental 
health issues and as the girls did 
this unit it became apparent that 
mental health is a growing con¬ 
cern both locally and nationally. 

“This project therefore com¬ 
plemented the work they had 
already done plus gave a snapshot 
of the issue among teenagers.” 

Sandie Smith, chief executive

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MPs’ funding 
plea to the PM 


SOUTH East Cambridgeshire 
MP Lucy Frazer has added her 
voice to a cross-party call to 
the Prime Minister to deliver 
on school funding reform. 

A total of 111 MPs have co¬ 
signed a letter asking David 
Cameron to implement the 
funding formula proposed 
by the F40 campaign group, 
which would ensure fair fund¬ 
ing based on pupil need. 

Under the current sys¬ 
tem, the 10 best funded ar¬ 
eas of England will receive an 
average grant of £6,297 per 
pupil this year, compared to 
an average of just £4,208 per 
pupil in the 10 most poorly 
funded areas. 

In their letter, the MPs said: 
“It is widely acknowledged 
that the existing school fund¬ 
ing model is a muddle and 
that funding for individual 
schools with similar pupil 
characteristics is arbitrary 
and unfair. 

“At a time of spending re¬ 
straint it is more important 
than ever that funding is 
allocated based on need. F40 
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has come up with a formula 
which would see the funding 
cake shared much more fairly. 

“We believe this formula 
can help deliver a solution. 
We want the children in our 
schools to continue to have 
a broad range of subjects to 
study, good resources to use, 
well maintained buildings, 
reasonably-sized classes and 
excellent pastoral support. 

“Fairer funding is integral to 
all of this, and we urge you to 
deliver it.” 

The F40 campaign repre¬ 
sents a group of the lowest- 
funded education authorities 
in England where Govern¬ 
ment-set cash allocations for 
primary and secondary pupils 
are the lowest in the country. 

F40 is campaigning to 
change the way the Govern¬ 
ment allocates funding to 
local authorities and schools. 

Mrs Frazer, who is a mem¬ 


ber of the F40 group, said: “I 
am a passionate believer in 
education and giving children 
the best start in life. 

“Addressing the funding 
gap is critical to ensuring that 
children in Cambridgeshire 
receive the same investment 
and opportunities as children 
in other parts of the UK. I am 
happy to support the cam¬ 
paign for fairer funding.” 

North East Cambridgeshire 
MP Steve Barclay was unable 
to sign the letter as he is a 
Government minister. 

He said: “As a Government 
minister, I have not signed the 
letter as it is from backbench 
MPs but constituents can rest 
assured that I will continue 
to work assiduously to secure 
improved funding for schools 
in north east Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

“In the last parliament, I 
campaigned repeatedly in 
support of fairer funding 
to rectify the imbalance in 
school funding left by Ed Balls 
when he was Schools Minis¬ 
ter.”

Contractors in the 
spotlight with HMRC?

This structure has been attractive to both 
the worker and the client, providing 
flexibility to both parties, along with 
tax savings counterbalanced by the risk 
of running your own business. 

HMRC have just published a discussion 
document relating to IR35, the tax 
rules designed to identify “disguised 
employees” and ensure they pay the 
tax they should be. HMRC seem keen 
to involve the end client in deciding 
a contractor’s status. Those engaging 
contractors will be concerned about 
the financial risk of becoming an 
unpaid enforcer of tax rules and unpaid 
collector of tax. 

Additionally, HMRC are now proposing 
to restrict the number of contractors 
that are currently eligible to claim tax 
relief for travel and subsistence costs 
that currently fall within the generous 
“24 month rule”. 

While we await the outcome of these 
consultations, there are concerns that 
not claiming these travel expenses will 
weaken the IR35 position. In light of 
this, and the new tax on dividends 
rules from April 2016, contractors may 
well wish to take specialist advice 
on the best way to structure their tax 
affairs in future.

Property Insight: 
Visual Power

Human beings are visual creatures. Gavin Human from Fine & Country Cambridge 
discusses how this comes into play when marketing a property. 

Hearing about something is incomparable to seeing it. No matter how clearly or vividly something is explained, no 
description of anything, whether it is an event, a place, or a property can ever match a visual experience. This is why 
the expression "seeing is believing" exists, and it is why imagery and video content is an important aspect 
of marketing. 

Why is it that visuals seem to lodge directly in the human psyche? There are a number of reasons. Perhaps most 
importantly is that the majority of people are visual learners, whether primarily or in combination with other styles. 
It's thought that 30% of all people learn directly from seeing, and another 30% learn from mixed styles including 
visual. The human brain is also wired towards visual information, processing visuals 60,000 times faster than text. 

This makes imagery an important tool in marketing a property. It's been shown that web pages with visuals drive up 
to 180% more engagement than those without - and if a picture says a thousand words, how many does a video say? 
Viewers spend 100% more time on web pages with videos. Double the time, double the engagement.

Sandra Broadbent of Age UK Cambridgeshire 
comments: "This year, 007 turned 91 and if not 
fictional, could be one of the 18 million over-50s 
that hold a valid driving licence in the UK. While 
Bond is probably no longer the proud owner of 
a no claims bonus, Age UK outlines several other 
things that he, and other later life drivers, should 
consider when looking at purchasing or updating 
their car insurance.

T HE increase in insurance 

premium tax (IPT) from 6 per 
cent to 9.5 per cent will raise 
an extra £386 million a year from 
motorists, according to a new study. 

The RAC - which commissioned 
the research - said drivers will pay 
an average of £12.80 more for their 
insurance policies when the tax rise 
comes into effect on Sunday. 

The motoring organisation 
warned that young drivers will be 
hardest hit by the increase. 

It found that average premiums 
for those aged under 26 are £810, 
with 18-20 year-olds paying £972. 
The hike in IPT will take their 
renewals to £838 and £1,006 
respectively. 

The RAC calculated that a typical 
driver who fills up a 55-litre car 
with diesel twice a month will pay 
around £1,200 a year in overall 
motoring taxation, including fuel 
duty, VAT on fuel, vehicle excise 
duty and IPT. 

The body's insurance director, 
Mark Godfrey, said: "Insurance 
is - rightly - mandatory for anyone 
getting behind the wheel. 

"The 3.5 per cent hike in IPT is 
another stealth tax like fuel duty 
that has unreasonably added to the 
already considerable contribution 
made to the Treasury by motorists. 
"With insurance premiums 


currently going up faster than they 
have in the last five years, it's sadly 
going to be a double whammy of 
bad news for the motorist." 

Meanwhile vehicle checks which 
cost motorists almost £10 million 
a year have been abolished by the 
Department for Transport. 

Since 2003 drivers who wanted 
to return a written-off car to the 
road have needed to apply for 
a vehicle identity check (VIC) to 
prove their vehicle matched the 
registration details. 

But the scheme - described 
by Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin as an "unnecessary 
burden" - has been scrapped. 

The VIC was introduced to stop 
vehicle ringing - where criminals 
make it easier to sell stolen cars by 
swapping the identity of vehicles no 
longer economical to repair with a 
stolen vehicle of a similar make and 
model. 

The DfT said that during the past 
12 years around a million checks 
have been made, resulting in only a 
handful of cases of wrongdoing. 

Officials believe advances in 
vehicle security already deter the 
low-level criminals that the VIC 
scheme was set up to combat, 
while the development of online 
resources allow identification to 
take place without paper checks.
